STURM UND DRANG 
The harvest moon of 1944 is a 
witness of some of the most 
dramatic «scenes in modern his- 
tory. The world hardly had time 
to realise that Paris had been 
captured by the Anglo-American 
allies, when it learnt yesterday 
that Brussels also had fallen. 
Nearly 130 years have passed 
since there was a sound of revelry 
by night at the Duchess of 
Since 
then, Belgium’s capital has 
experienced varied fortunes. 
Twice within the last thirty years 
it has undergone: a spell of 
German occupation; and its 
people must have become inured 
to the vicissitudes of war. Now, 
British troops not only have 
entered Brussels; but they have 
pushed at. least thirteen miles 
beyond it to Malines, or Mechlin, 
and the latest reports indicate that 
they are pressing on towards the 
Dutch frontier. Certain members 
of the Belgian Civil . Mission 
already have left London for 
their own country. It is expected 
that the Prime Minister and his 
ministerial colleagues wil! follow 
him within the next few days; 
and, yesterday, Monsieur Pierlot 
visited Mr. Anthony’ Eden, 
the British Foreign Secretary, 
presumably for ; the last 
time as the representative of 
the Government in exile. The 
speed at which the Allied 
troops have been advancing during 
the last week is almost incredible. 


Since Paris was captured, there 


seems to have been no really 
serious opposition to the progress 
of the Anglo-American armies. 
The British and Canadians 
obviously are making a de- 
termined effort to isolate, and 
finally to occupy, the Pas de 
Calais.area, known as the flying- 
bomb country. There is no con- 
firmation of the report that they 
have reached Calais and 
Boulogne; but it is evident that 
Le Havre has been cut off from 
the main German force, and that 
it now forms, like Brest, a com- 
pletely isolated pocket of German 
resistance. Lille, the great indus- 
trial city of Northern France, 
centre of the cotton industry, is 
in Allied hands. — British troops 
during the last few days have 
been sweeping through places, the 
names of which are written large 
in the history of the last war. 
There still is a certain amount of 
close fighting in the neighbour- 
hood of Abbeville, on the Somme; 
but the Allies have passed beyond 
Mons and Le Cateau, and their 
armoured patrols are moving so 
quickly that it is next to impos- 
sible to keep pace with them. 
Anglo-American units are re- 


ported to be within. reach of, 


Antwerp, the great Belgian port, 
which is only about 10 miles from 
the Dutch frontier. Aachen (Aix- 
le-Chapelle), which ‘houses the 
tomb of Charlemagne, is said to 
be within range of American guns. 
According to Captain Sertorius, 
the Germans,. who have been 
cutting their losses in Northern 
France, are preparing a new line 
of defence to protect their own 
country. Once more the Siegfried 
Line, which was perfected five 
years ago, is coming into the 
news. Here, if anywhere, the 
German High Command must 
stand if it is to save the Reich 
from invasion. 

While events are tripping over 
one another in the west, the situa- 
tion in the east is undergoing 
decisive changes. Finland's de- 
cision to lay down her arms has 
resulted in the first “cease fire” 
of this long and embittered war. 
The full terms which have been 
imposed by the Russian Govern- 
ment have not yet been made 
known; but it is understood that 
they are roughly identical with 
those which were offered to, and 
rejected by, the Finns on a 
previous occasion. From the in- 
ternational point of view, the 
most interesting feature of the 
Russo-Finnish armistice is the fact 
that all the German troops in 
Northern Finland, said to number 
about 160,000, either must leave 
Finnish soil immediately, or 
must submit to disarmament and 
be handed over to the Russians as 
prisoners of war. This German 
force, which formerly was under 
the command of General Dietl, 
recently killed in an accident, is 
now under the command of 
General Rendulic, who apparently 
has agreed to evacuate his men, 
some of whom already have left 
from the port of Aabo. After a 
long and anguished struggle, 
therefore, Finland at last is out 
of the war. Her fight in 1940 
won her the admiration of the 
world, and her future will be the 
concern of all civilised men. In 
the Balkans, Rumania’s position 
has not yet been wholly clarified. 
Russia’s terms have still to be 
published; but it does seem to be 
clear that the Rumanian Army, or 
what is left of it, is being required 


to fight now against its former 
allies.

Catering 


It takes a fair amount of train- 
ing to make a competent typist; 
it takes a great deal more, coupled 
with a strong tincture of common- 
sense, to make a competent house- 
wife. What, then, must it take 
to make the perfect manageress 
of a hotel, or a community 
restaurant, or the catering depart- 
ment of a great hospital or 
factory, where the duties of an 
ordinary household are multiplied 
and elaborated? The British— 
possibly, with an eye to the post- 
war tourist traffic~are paying 
attention to this problem. Their 
argument is that slap-dash methods 
will not suit. An occasional 
woman may have a talent, 
amounting almost to genius, for 
the management of big concerns; 
but most of them, if they are to 
make a success of their task, will 
demand a high degree both of 
general and of specialised training. 
Recognising this need, the Institu- 
tional Management Association 
urges a three-year course, two 
years of which would be devoted 
to “basic” training. The pupil 
then would sit for an examina- 
tion, and, if successful in it, would 
spend a third year as a paid 
employee in a hospital, canteen 
or hotel—in other words, in her 
special field of activity. It is easy 
to argue that such a course might 
tend to “ dehumanise ” a form of 
business which largely depends 
upon the “ human touch ”; yet we 
think that some degree of training 
is necessary. There is no question 
that the average hotel in Ireland 
as, no doubt, .in Great Britain— 
fails to make the most of itself. 
Many hotels are family affairs; 
they are conducted on the careless 
lines of the average household, 
and they waste a great deal of 
money. They have far to go 
before they attain to the level of 
efficiency that prevails—or pre- 
vailed—generally throughout the 
Continent, where the organisation 
of such matters has been brought 
to a fine art long ago. Catering 
is essentially a task for women. 
To succeed in it, however, they 
must be prepared to undergo 
something of the same discipline 
that men accept as a necessary 
element of success in business. .

In the first place, there is a real 
danger in the solemn publication of 
“conclusions” on 
matters dealing with political science 
and the “social contract.” This for 
the obvious reason that one is deal- 
ing almost solely in variables and, 
for the rest, in imponderables. No 
“jaws”, “facts” or “conclusions ” 
are possible; afl one can safely do 
is to hint tentatively at demonstrable 
trends. So far as the Vocational 
Report is concerned, I do not find 
that the Commissioners excel in 
humility or favour subjunctive 
modes, in thought or expression, 
This, of course, is human and those 
of us who love humanity will not 
fail to understand. As to the danger 
inherent in these Reports, one need 
only refer to the Report of the 
Banking Commission; much of what 
was in that Report sounded a good 
idea at the, time, the authors of it 
received commendation and honour 
for it from the Irish’ people. Some 
of the members of that Comrhission 
would be pleased to be called 
“ masters of finance”: they are still 
with us—as ‘grave, ' responsible ’ and 
respectable as ever. Yet read that 
Report now and you will find that 
whole chunks of it represent—in the 
light of what has happened to the 
world since 1939—quite the last 
word in naiveté, purblind theorism 
and ignorance of the _ politico- 
economic impulses that condition 
the destiny of man from age to 
age. To that severe sqatement it is 
only necessary to add that a great 
many of the ‘factors’ involved in 
the Banking Commission's researches 
are also inherent in the problems 
considered by the Vocational Com- 
mission. 

Of the latter Report two things 
may be said immediately. One, the 
Irish language revival has been 
ignored. Now it is customary to 
hear the revival described as an 
“industry.” It is not an industry 
but it is as palpable a “ vocational 
group” as bacon curing and there 
are many thousands of people who 
consider that the suppression of the 
revival, on the one hand, and the 
co-ordination and rationalisation of 
it on the other, are matters much 
more important than rashers. The 
Commission has been gravely at 
fault in this instance, which 1 take 
at random. 

Number two, the Report is a 

monument of verbosity. Physically, 
the thing is unmanageable in bed, 
and ill-managed out of it The 
most hardened civil servant would 
not dream of attempting beauro- 
cratic prolixity on so grandiose a 
scale. It may be that hidden in this 
great volume is a simple truth that 
may shape our hens—I beg pardon, 
may shape our ends — for a 
thousand years. - lf there is, 1 fear 
it will take long and patient re- 
search to find it. 
_ One wonders whether a Com- 
mission such as this is in itself a 
vocational group? Probably not, I 
liken a Commission to a revolver. 
It may be the means of protecting 
your rights—even your life: it may 
also do incalculable harm. (Both, 
of course, ‘produce reports.) The 
present Commission’s fate can be 
decided only after my secretary has 
read ‘their book.

One-time Monopoly 

The potato seed trade with 
England was ‘at one time a Scottish 
monopoly. It was in 1925 that 
Eire first appeared as a competitor, 
but for several years progress was 
very slow. There was a deep- 
rooted conviction in the minds of 
buyers here that Scottish seed had 
qualities of health, vigour .and 
cropping capacity in greater degree 
than could be found in Eire seed. 
But persistent persuasion — steadily 
resulted in the old idea losing its 
grip, and a definite swing over to 
lrish seed has been taking place. 
The process has been accelerated 
by the war, for the enormous ex- 
pansion of potato growing here has 
created a market for all the seed 
that can be produced. ‘ Merchants 
say that customers, who, in former 
years bought nothing but Scottish 
seed, want to try Irish next season. 
The Department of Agriculture for 
Scotland is concerned as to the re- 
ports regarding quality, and an- 
nounce that 230 inspectors will be 
employed this season. 


National Service 

The suggestion made by the 
British Association in its plan for 
post-war university education, that 
approved national service, whether 
civil or military, should precede 
entrance to the universities is de- 
scribed as attractive by Sir John 
Stopford, Vice-Chancellor ot fhe 
University of Manchester. Sir John 
says that, besides avoiding an inter- 
ruption of university courses, there 
are mental and physical advantages 
in having a break between school 
and university, especially if, where- 
ever possible, the service could be 
related to the future career.

Let me say, first of all, that this 
work bears only the most super- 
ficial resemblance .to most of: the 
stained glass work that is seen in 
this country—mofe or less miass- 
produced th 
Continent, with no more artistic 
merit than a chocolate box: cover. 
The designs are strong, with the 
lead bindings not disguised, but used 
as an integral part of the whole; the 
glass glows with rich, beautifullv- 
selected colours, and the painting on 
it is delicate and skilled. 


Bits and Pieces : 

The glass tor this -work is not 
colourea by the artist. It is imported 
from England already coloured— 
and what colours there arc! Keds 
and blues and pinks and greens and 
yellows—shaded glass and streaky 
glass—much of it, because the cast- 
ing is so difficult, in pieces less than 
a toot square. ; i 

The artist’s work begins with the 
preliminary designs and colour 
sketches. From these he makes a 
full-size “cartoon,” drawing in the 
leads. Then he selects his glass— 
matching the pieces, shading, hére 
and there toning down the colour 
to a fainter tint with strong acid. 

A copy of the cartoon is then 
made, on tracing, linen, for the 
glass-cutter, who cuts out the pieces 
as it indicates. They are fitted. to- 
gether over the pattern, fixed to an 
easel with wax; and put up against 
the light for the detail to be 
painted in. 


Craftsmen 

When the medieval artists were 
painting their windows, they did it 
on the floor or on beaches. The 
modern artist puts the window up 
before he starts painting, as he can 
judge the ultimate effect so much 
more accurately. And that, by the 
way, is about the only change the 
cratt has undergone in so many 
centuries. 

The painted pieces are fired in a 
kiln, to fix the pigment, and then 
the window is assembled properly, 
with the lead binding. Finally, the 
lead flanges are filled with a sort 
of cement, because’ even the 
loveliest window must keep out the 
rain. 

Naturally, this sort of work can- 
not by done by anybody. All the 
workers at the Harry Clarke studios 
are real craftsmen, and artists, too 
making a whole 
window, from the original designs 
up, if necessary. Most of them were 
trained to the craft by the late 
Harry Clarke himself.

Aghavannagh 

. The latest acquisition by An Oige, 
as an addition to the extending 
chain of Irish youth hostels, is 
Aghavannagh Castle, at the foot of 


‘Lugnaquilla. -One of a number of 


barracks .built by the British 
authorities in their efforts to capture 
the wily insurgent leader, Michael 
Dwyer, around the °98 period, the 
castle later became the residence of 
Charles Stewart Parnell, M.P., and 
then of John Redmond, M.P. 

Here it was that Hempenstall, the 
infamous “ walking” hangman, who 
was said to be 7 feet 6 inches in 
height, was killed by some of the 
survivors of "98. Instead of using a 
gallows, he hoisted his victims over 
his shoulder, and walked along 
while they struggled in their death 
agonies on his back. To this very 
day, they say, his ghost may be seen 
at the castle’s gateway, where he 


was ‘struck down. 


Set in lovely syrroundings, the 
castle opens up to the association’s 
members some of the lesser-known 
7 ag spots of the Wicklow moun- 
tain fastnesses. Portion of it had
